Lying in a pool of his "own blood which was welling from a hideous wound in the 


center of his skull, Charles Gingras,.of 78 East Merriimck street, was found gasping his life 
away shortly after six o'clock this morning at the beam house of the American Hide and 
Leather Co. 
He w:as hurried to St. John's hospital in the ambulance, but there it was 


found impossible to save the man's life and he died soon after reaching the hospital. 
That Gingras was murdered there carj be no doubt. 
Five men who reported for work 


under Gingras but two of whom arrived after he was wounded, have been arrested and 
some of these'may clear the mystery. 
Robbery may have been the motive. 


Officer Crowe Removi-d Uody 


Officer Ttlartin Cro-ve hurried to the 


.scene with tho ambulance and was the 
first, to arrive with tne exception of the 
workmen. Beside thf=- murdered man 
the officer found a :iuge beam shaver 
covered with blood !<.nd to which ad- 
hered,some of the dying man's hnir. 
This beam shaver »vas apparently the 
weapon used In one of the miist horrid 
of Lowell's homicidal tragedies. It has 
a double edge of eighteen 'inches and 


• is fitted with a handle al each end. 
From the way it appeared to The 


Sun reporter who investigated the de- 
tails of the murder, the weapon was 
probably swung upon the unprotected 
head of the murdered man with one 
hand. At one end, close to the han- 
dle, the blade is nicked and a largo 
quantity of hair is clotted with the. 
blood upon, the blade. . 


l''<umtl In Dressing Room 


Tho dying man .was found 
in 
the 


•-. dressing room of the beam house- on 
the floor above the place where his 
men were working. Ho was dressed In 
working clothes, having apparently 
Just changed his apparel. 
Although 
his watch chain was still attached to 
his shirt the watch was missing and 
there was no money in his pockets. Aa 
a. rule Gingras had a large amount of 


.. money upon his person. 


The murdered man went to the beam 
house this morning a few minutes be- 
fore 4 o'clock. Ho is employed there 
as a forciuan and three of his work- 
men reported with Wm at that hour.

Rico and Cuba, and who subsequent^ 
served In the Philippines and made ob 
serrations at the front during the Rox 
er uprisings. 
Dr. Seaman personally 


received from Surgeon-General Mori o 
the Japanese army the final statistic: 
of the Russo-Japanese war. 
After ; 


careful study of them he says: 


"Tho 
astonishing: fact 
revealed

these figures !K that out of 77.23S dear 
45,377 met death from batilo casualties 
leaving 21,650 who died from all other 
causes together. 
Tho ratio of those 


who died from disease and those who 
died from battle casualties, therefore 
is as 1 to 3.5. 


"Compare this wonderful achieve 


ment o4! the Japanese ivith Longmoro's 
tables, based on the records of battles 
.for the last 2flO years, which are ac- 
cepted as the most reliable statistics 
of' war, and which show that rarel. 
has there been ,-) conflict of any great 
duration in which at least four me 
have mil perished from disease to ev- 
ery one from bullets. 
Yet the Jap- 


anese lost nearly four men from bat- 
tle casualties for every ono from (its- 
ease. 


"Jn the Rupso-Tm-kish 
war 
SO.OOH 


men died from disease and 20,000 from 
wounds. It Is asserted by eminent au- 
thority that in six- 
months of 
the 


Crimean campaign the allied forces lost 
50.000 from disease and only 2000 from 
bullets. 
A man who remembers that 


campaign, an ex-president of the Nev 
York Academy of Music, told me he 
had seen whole regiments die from 
disease without ever reaching?- the- fir- 
ing linn. 


"In our war with Mexico the pro- 


portion of losses was about three from 
disease to ono. from bullets, and in 
our greai civil war nearly tho sum 
proportion obtained. 
In round num- 


bers, of tho hundreds of thousands 
of fatalities in tlmt conflict nearly 
three-quarters of them resulted from 
disease. 
Almost as many men per- 


ished from fevers and Intestinal dis- 
ease as wo.ro slaughtered In tho ter- 
rible battles that ended our great con- 
fiict. 


"No lessons seem 
to 
have been 


learned from these frightful experi- 
ences, for later statistics show no im- 
provement. 
In the French campaign 


in Madagascar, in 1S94, 
14,000 
men 


were sent to the front, of whom 28 
wero killed Jn action, and 7000 per- 
ished from preventable diseases, 
in 


the Boer war in South Africa the Eng- 
lish losses from disease were simply 
frightful, greater even than in our 
Civil war. 


"But the crowning1 piece of imbecil- 


ity was reserved for our war with 
Spain, when, hi 1S9S, more than 13 
men were needlessly sacrificed to Ig- 
norance and Incompetency for every 
ono who died from battle casaulties, 
and that, too, in a war the chief cam- 
paign of which lasted only six weeks. 


"Without for a moment minimizing: 


the splendor of her victories on land 
and sea, Mukden, Port Arthur. Ltao- 
yang- and the Korean straits, of which 
two are among the bloodiest battles 
of history, I still assert unbesitating- 
ly that the greatest conquests of Jap- 
an have been in the humanities of 
war. In the slopping: of needless sac- 
rifice of life by the prevention of dis- 
ease. ' 


"Lons before tho opening of hos- 


tilities thorough preparations had been 
made in the hospital service, as in 
every other department of • Japan's 
army. 
It was recognized that every 


soldier saved to the ranks from the 
hospital was a double gain, as It meant 
greater fighting power and the di- 
minution 
of 
hospital impedimenta. 


Japan made the medical department 
of her army of equal importance with 
that of the strictly fighting branch, 
and ranged Its officers 
accordingly. 


The dominant idea was to prevent dis- 
ease. The Japanese were the first to 
recognize the true value of the medi- 
cal officer in time of war. 


"On the declaration of war. she was 


prepared to house, scientifically treat, 
and comfortably care for 25,000 sick 
and wounded In Japan alone. As tho , 
war progressed these accommodations i 
•were rapidly increased until a year! 
and a half after its commencement, or i 
on the 6th day of July. 1905. the mil- I 
itary hospitals possessed a normal ca- 
pacity of 58.283 available beds. That: 
the preparation wns 
necessary was 


demonstrated after the battle of Muk- 
den, when the total extraordinary hop- ! 
pital capacity of 80,000 beds was taxed ' 
to its limits by the shattered men 
who poured in on every 
transport." 


"With these conditions Dr. Seaman 
contrasts "those infected pest holes,- 
Camp Black. Chickamauga. Camp Al- 
ger, in sight 'of tho capital's dome, 
and Montauk Point.

Lying in a pool of his own blood which was welling from a hideous wound in the 


center' of his skull, Charles Gingras, of 78 Hast Merrimack street, was found gasping his life 
away shortly after six o'clock this morning at the beam house of the American Hide and 
Leather Co. 
He was hurried to St. John's hospital in. the ambulance, but there it was 


found impossible to save the man's life and he'died'soon after reaching the' hospital. 
That Gingras was murdered there can be no doubt. 
Five men who reported for work 


under Gingras but two of whom arrived after he was'wounded, were taken to the police 
station to tell what they knew.of the tragedy. 
Robbery may have been the motive. 


OMccr Crowe Removed Body 


Ofllccr aiartin Cro-ve hurried to the 


scene with tho ambulance and w.is the 
first to arrive with tne exception oi'the 
workmen. Beside the 
murdered man 


the officer found a ,iupe beam shaver 
covered with blood :-.ml to which ad- 
hered some of the dying man's hair. 


This boam -shaver a-as npparcutSy the 


weapon used In one oC the most horrid 
of Lowell's homicidal tragedies. It has 
a double edge of elshteon Inches and 
is ilttcd with a-, handle at each end. 


From the way it appeared to Tho 


Sun reporter who investigated the de- 
tails of the murder, the 
weapon was 


probably swung upon the unprotected 
head of tho murdered man with 
one 


band. At one end, close to the han- 
dle, the blade is nicked and a large 
quantity of hair is clotted with the 
blood upon the blade.

Among these medico-military experts 


who'were at the front with the Jap- 
anese troops, and for a while with 
the Russians, was Dr. Louis Living- 
ston Seaman of New York city, who 
was surgeon major of the First regi- 
ment, U. S. V. Engineers, in Porto 
Rico and Cuba, 'and who subsequently 
served in the Philippines and made ob- 
servations at the front'during the Box- 
er uprisings.. Dr. Seaman personally 


• - received from Surgeon-General Mori of 


tho Japanese nriny the final statistics 
of the Russo-Japanese war. After a 
careful study of them he anya: 


"The astonishing- fact 
revealed 
by 


these figures is that out of 77,235 dead 
•45,377 met death from battle casualties 
leaving 21,559 who died from all other 
causes together. 
Tho ratio of tlioso 


who died from disease and those who 
died from battle casualties, therefore, 
is as 1 to 3.5, 


"Compare this wonderful achieve- 


ment of tho Japanese with Longmore's 
tables, based on the records of battles 
for th-i last 200 years, which are ac- 
cepted as thn most reliable statistics 
of war, and which show that rarely 
has there been a conflict of any great 
duration In which at least four men 
have not perished from disease to ev- 
ery one from bullets. 
Yet tho Jap- 


anese lost nearly four men from bat- 
tle casualties for every ono from dis- 
ease. 


"In tho RUKSO-Turkish, 
war 
50,000 


men died from diwenao and 2ii,000 from 
wounds. It is assorted by eminent au- 
•Ihority that In six 
months 
of 
tho 


Crimean campaign the allied forces lost 
50.000 from disease and only 2000 from 
bullets, 
A man who remembers that 


campaign, an ex-president of tho New 
York Academy of Music, told me ho 
had seen whole regiments din from 
disease without ever reaching the fir- 
ing lino. 


"In our war with Mexico' tho pro- 


portion of losses was about three from 
disease to ono from bullets, and 
Jn 


our great civil war nearly tho same 
proportion obtained. 
In round num- 


bers, of tho hundreds of thousands 
of fatalities in that conflict nearly 
three-Quarters of them resulted from 
disease- 
Almost as many men per- 


ished from fevers and Intestinal dis- 
ease as were slaughtered in the ter- 
i-iblo battles that ended our great con- 
flict. 


"No 
lessons 
seem 
to 
have been 


learned from these frightful 
experi- 


ences, for later statistics show no Im- 
provement. 
In the French campaign 


•in Madagascar, in 1894, 
14,000 
men 


were sent to the front, of whom 29 
were killed in action, and 7000 per- 
ished from preventable diseases. 
In 


tho Boer war in South Africa tho Eng- 
lish losses from disease were simply 
frightful, 
greater even than in our 


Civil war. 


"But tho crowning piece of imbecil- 


ity was reserved for our war \\-ith 
Spain, when, in 1S9S, more than 13 


• men were needlessly sacrificed to ig- 
norance and incompetency for every 
one who died from battle casaultles, 
and that, too, in a war the chief cam- 
paign of which lasted only six weeks. 


"Without for a moment minimizing 


tho splendor of her victories on land 
and sea, Mukden, Port Arthur. Liao- 
yang and the Korean straits, of which 
two are among the bloodiest battles 
of history, J still assert unhesitating- 
ly that the greatest conquests of Jap- 
an, have been in tho humanities of 
war; in .the stopping of needless sac- 
rifice of life by tho prevention of. dis- 
ease. 


"Long before the opening of hos- 


tilities thorough preparations had been 
made in the hospital service,' as in 
every other department of 
Japan's 


army. 
It was recognize^ that every 


soldier saved to tho ranks from the 
hospital was a double gain, as it meant 
greater fighting 'power and the di- 
minution 
of 
hospital 
Impedimenta. 


Japan made tho medical department 
of her army of equal importance with 
that of tho strictly fighting branch, 


. and ranged its officers 
accordingly. 


The dominant Idea was to prevent dis- 
ease. 
The Japanese were tho first to 


recognize the true value of the medi- 
'cal- officer in time of war. 


"On the declaration of war, she was 


prepared to house, scientifically treat, 
and comfortably care for 25.000 sick 
and wounded in Japan alone. As tho 
war progressed those accommodations 
were rapidly increased until a year 
and a half after its commencement, or 
on the 6th day of July, 1905, the mil- 
itary hospitals possessed a normal ca- 
pacity of 58.263 available beds. 
That 


the -preparation was 
necessary was 


demonstrated after tho battle of Muk- 
den, 
when the total extraordinary hos- 


pital capacity of SO.OOO beds was taxed 
to . Its limits by tho shattered men 
who poured In on every transport." 


"With these conditions Dr. Seaman 


contrasts "those infected pest holes," 
Camp-.Black, Chickamauga, ,Camp Al- 
gety in .sight of the capitol's dome, 
and Montauk Point.

Simon Moody was found to be the

Carried Money in Hie Clothes 


Jlrs. Samuel F. Harrison of 78 Bast 


Merrimack. street, where the murdered 
man resided, Informed the writer this 
morning that Gingraa was in the habit 
of carrying a large sum of money on 
his clothing. She said two or 
three 


weeks ago he asked her if she would 
not take care of a large roll of money 
fo rhim, but she refused. 


When asked how much was in the 


roll, tha woman said she did not know, 
but she believed there might have been 
$500. She said the man did not want 
to deposit his money in savings banks 
lest his wife, with whom he had not 
been living for some time, would man- 
ago to get some o£ it. Mrs. Harrison 
said Mr. Gingras was known to be a 
very respectable man and 
a 
hard 


worker. He did not drink and kept 
good hours. He was very fond of his 
little daughter, who is in a convent at 
Pcabody, and whom he visited about 
once a week. 
At a former home of Mr. Gingras at 


the corner of ISast Merrimack 
and 


High streets, it was learned from the 
boarding mistress that Mr. 
Gingras 


was continually bothered by some of 
his help, who called at his home, and 
finally the young man gave orders Lo 
his boarding mistress not to allow any 
of them in the house. 


It is believed that Mr. Gingras' wife 


Is living In Chclmsford 
Centre, 
al- 


though she could not be located this 


i forenoon. 
It was also 
learned 
this 


I morning that a foreigner had attempt- 
ed to murder Mr. Gingras 
sometime 


last year by striking him over tho 
head with a club, while the young man 
was on his way home one 
evening. 


Mr. Gingras never reported tho matter 
to the police, for he feared if it be- 
came public his life would bo more In 
dnnger. 
A close friend of! the murder- 


ed man stated this morning that Mr. 
Gingras was constantly, in 
fear 
of 


being murdered and had 
made 


otatoment on several occasions 
that 


some one would do away wJth him 
somo day. It appears that, 
he 
had 


been threatened by some of the men 
at .the factory, it is believed because 
they had been dropped on account of 
dull business.

Eton Seaman of New York city, whc 
was surgeon major of tho First regi 
ment, U. S. V. Engineers, in Porti 
Rico and Cuba, and who subsequently 
served in the Philippines and made ob 
serrations at the front during the Box 
er uprisings., T)r. Seaman personally 
received from Surgeon-General Mori o 
the Japanese army tho final statistic; 
uf the Russo-Japanese war. After a 
caroful study of them ho says: 


"Tho 
astonishing fact 
revealed 
by 


these figures is that out of 77,238 deai 
45,377 met death from battle casualties 
leaving 21,559 who died from all othe 
causes together. 
The ratio of those 


who died from disease and those who 


, died from battle casualties, therefore 


in as 1 to 3.5. 


"Compare thin wonderful achievi 


ment of tho Japanese with Longmorr>'H 
tables, based on the records of battles 
for tho last 200 years, which are ac 
ccpted as the most reliable statist tea 
of war, nnd which show that rarcl; 
has thero been a conflict of any gre;i 
duration in which at least four me 
havo not pprlshod from disease to ev 
cry one from hullets. 
Yet tho Jap- 


anese lost nearly four men from bat- 
tle casualties tor every OHO from dis- 
ease. 


"In tho Rupso-Turkish 
war 
80,000 


mm died from disease and 20,000 from 
wounds. It is assorted hy eminent au- 
thority that, in six 
months of 
the 


Crimean campaign tho allied forces lost 
fin,000 from discano and only 2000 from 
bullets. 
A man who remember!; that 


campaign, an ex-prosldcnt nf tho Now 
York Academy ot Music, told mo ho 
had seen whole regiments (Ho from 
disease without over reaching tho fir- 
ing line. 


"In our war with Mexico tho pro- 


portion of losses was about three from 
disease to one from bullets, and I 
our great civil war nearly the samo 
proportion obtained. In round num- 
bers, of tho hundreds of thousands 
of fatalities in that conflict nearly 
three-quarters of them reunited from 
disease. 
Almost as many men per- 


ished from fevers and intestinal dis- 
easo as were slaughtered in tho ter- 
rible battles that ended our great con- 
flict. 


"No lessons 
seem 
to have been 


learned from those frightful experi- 
ences, for later statistics show no im- 
provement. 
In tho French campaign 


in Madagascar, in 1S94, 
1-1,000 
men 


. were Kent to the front, ot whom 29 
were killed in action, and 7000 per- 
ished from preventable diseases. 
In 


the Boer war In South Africa the Eng- 
lish losses from disease wore simply 
frightful, greater even than in our 
Civil war. 


"But tho crowning piece of Imbecil- 


ity was reserved for our war with 
Spain, when, in 1S9S, more than 13 
men were needlessly sacrificed to ig- 
norance and Incompotency for every 
one who died from battlo cusitulties, 
and that, too. In a war the chief cam- 
paign of which lusted only six weeks. 


".Without for a moment minimizing 


the splendor of her victories on land 
and sea, Mukden, Port Arthur. Liao- 
yang and the Korean straits, of -which 
two are among the bloodiest battles 
of history, I still assert unhesitating- 
ly that the greatest conquests of Jap- 
an have been in the humanities of 
war, in .the stopping of needless sac- 
rifice of lifo by the prevention of dis- 
ease. 


"Long before tho opening of hos- 


tilities thorough preparations had been 
made in tho hospital service, ns in 
every other department of 
Japan's 


army. 
It was recognized that every 


soldier saved to the * ranks from 
the 
hospital -was a double gain, as it meant 
greater fighting power and the di- 
minution 
of 
hospital 
Impedimenta. 


Japan made the medical department 
of her arnYy of equal importance with 
that'of the strictly fighting branch, 
and ranged its officers 
accordingly. 


The dominant Idea was to prevent dis- 
ease. 
The Japanese were the first to 


recognize the true value of the medi- 
cal- officer in time of war. 


"On the declaration of war, she was 


prepared to house, scientifically treat, 
and comfortably caro for 25,000 sick 
a?id -wounded in Japan alone. As tho 
, war progressed these accommodations 
were rapidly increased until a year 
and a half after its commencement, or 
on tho 6th day of July, 1005, the mil- 
itary hospitals possessed a normal ca- 
pacity of 58.263 available beds. That 
the preparation was 
necessary was 


demonstrated after tho battle of Muk- 
den, when the total extraordinary hos- 
pital capacity of SO.OOO beds was taxed 
to its limits by the shattered men 
who poured In on every transport." -- 


With these conditions Dr. Seaman 


contrasts "those infected pest holes." 
Camp Black, Chickamauga, Camp Al- 
ger.

Fortunately 
thero has seldom been a case where 
the association has had to pay tho $50 
—the employes are too happy and too 
busy to die. 


Once a year the employes hold their 


annual outing which, is defrayed by 
the association with the surplus left 
over after paying sick and death1 ben- 
efits. A'banquet is also a yearly treat 
and every employe from tho, highest 
paid official down to tho nuwly hired 
clerk attends these affairs. 


The association has been generous- 


ly remembered by A. G. Pollard and 
his wife who never let a year go by 
without showing their appreciation of 
the efforts of the clerks in their em- 
ploy. The association has $500 tucked 
away, a comfortable nest egg for a 
rainy day, ,but it will never be used 
until such a day presents itself. The 
present ofilc'ers of the association are 
as follows:

the Brst bombardment, not that which 
took place later after the reoccupation 
by the French.

$500. She said tho man did not want 
to deposit his money in savings banks 
lest his wife, with whom he had not 
been living for some time, would man- 
ago to get some of it. Mrs. Harrison 
said Mr. Gingras was known to be a 
very respectable man and 
a

worker. He did not drink and kept 
good hours. He was very fond of his 
Httlo daughter, who is in a convent at 
Pcabody, and whom he visited about 
once a week. 


At a former home of Mr. Gingras at 


Iho corner of East Merrirnack and 
High streets, it was learned from, the 
boarding mistress that Mr. 
Gingras 


was continually bothered by some of 
his help, who called at his home, and 
finally the young man gave orders to 
his boarding mistress not to allow any 
of them in the house.

It is believed that Mr. Glngras' wife 
'is living in Cholmsford 
Centre, 
al- 


though Bho could not be located this 
forenoon. It was" also

morning that a foreigner had attempt- 
ed to murder Mr. Glngrna

head with a club, while..the young man 
was on his way home one 
evening. 


Mr. Glngras never reported the matter 
to the police, for ho feared if it be- 
came public his life would bo more in 
danger. A closo friend of the murder- 
ed man stated this morning that Mr.
